THE STAXUAFD DOLLAR. 


There are nine hundred tons of stand- 


ard silver dollars stored in the vaults of 
the Treasury Department. Last fall 
Treasurer GilBllan, with a desire to 
execute the spirit us well as the letter of 
the Silver law, began to piiy interest on 
tho debt in silver. John Sherman stop- 
ped this plan, and since then silver has 
been constantly accumulating in the 
Treasury. Last month Mr. Gilfillan 
began paying one tenth of the current 
expenses of tho Government in silver 
dollars, and by this means $1,800,000 
of them have been already placed in 
permanent 
circulation. There 
has 


been, however, an increase in the 
amount of silver stored in %the vaults 
during the past month. On August 1, 
$29,151,701 in silver were stored in the 
vaults. On September 1, there were 
$20,678,464 in silver in possession of 
tho Government. " In Washington the 
silver dollars are becoming a favorite 
subsidiary coin, retail dealers 
using 


them instead of the old $1 and $2 
notes. 


Alonzo B. Cornell, the nominee of 


the New York Republican Convention, 
for Qjvernar, is a son of the Hon. Ezra 
Cornell, the founder of Cornell Univer- 
sity. He was born in Ithaca, January 
22, 1832, and received his early educa- 
tion at the academy in that town. At 
the age of 15 he was at work earning 
his own living.

From Cleveland 
he went to New York, and from 1835 to 
1839 was tho manager of the principal 
telegraph office of the AmericanDistrict 
Telsgraph Company, and has various 
other business connections with tele- 
graph enterprises. He is reportel to 
have iccently made a very large sum of 
money out of the District Telegraph 
concern. In politics Mr. Cornell has 
been an ardent Republican since the 
! organization of tho party iu 185-1.
